The latest returns from all parts of the 
@ountry show that the Republicans have 
earried both the Senate and the House 
ef Representatives. The Senate is cer- 
tainly Republican by a majority of two, 
and this may We increased to four if the 
exceedingly close race in Idaho between 


Nugent, Democrat, and Gooding, Repub- |. 


lican, results in favor of the latter. At 
last accounts Nugent was in the lead by 
a few hundred votes. 

The present Senate consists of 52 Dem- 
ecrats and 44 Republicans, giving the 
Democrats a majority of 8. The new 
Senate, whose term will begin on March 
4, 1919, probably will consist of 49 Re- 
publicans and 47 Democrats. 

In the Senatorial contests the Demo- 


erats elected only one candidate to fill a 
place now held in the Senate by a Re- 
publican. This was in Massachusetts, 
where Governor David I. Walsh, Demo- 
crat, defeated Senator John W. Weeks. 
The Republicans gained Senatorial seats 
in Colorado, Delaware, Illinois, Kansas, 
Missouri, and New Hampshire. 

While the results of some of the Con- 
gressional contests are doubtful, the re- 
turns indicate that the next House will 
consist of 234 Republicans, 200 Demo- 
crats, and 1 Socialist. This will give 
the Republicans a clear majority of 33, 
er a plurality of 34 over the Democrats. 

The one Socialist elected is Victor 
Berger of Milwaukee, Wis., who served 
one term in the House several years 
ago. Berger is now under indictment 
for violation of the Espionage act. 
Meyer London of New York, the ‘only 
Socialist in‘: the present House, was de- 
feated by Goldfogle, Democrat. 

Reports received up to an early hour 
Wednesday morning. indicated the de- 
feat of Champ Clark, Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, in the Ninth 
Missouri District. His election now 
geems assured, but as the Republicans 
will control the House in the next Con- 
gress, he will be displaced as Speaker 
after March 4.

- contests. centred in Michigan and Illi- 
nois. Henry Ford, the Detroit automo- 
bile manufacturer, who became a can- 
didate for the Senate because, as he

Lewis, the Democratic whip of the Sen- 
ate, was defeated by Representative Me- 
dill McCormick. 

The election of Governor Walsh to the 
Senate from Massachusetts over Senator 
Weeks was a great surprise, although 
it had been apparent that Mr. Weeks 
would have a. hard contest. Senator 
Willard Saulsbury of Delaware, the 
President pro tempore of the Senate was 
defeated by former Senator L. H. Ball, 
Republican. 

In Idaho, Senator Borah, Republican, 
has been returned for another term, and 
his colleague, John F. Nugent, Demo- 
crat, who is cerving in succession to the 
late Senator James H. Brady, Repub- 
lican, is also believed to have been 
elected, although he is being closely 
presseu by his Republican opponent, F, 
R. Gooding.

Democrats Win Three Seats 
and Can Now Prevent Any 
Legislation for Prohibition. 


James R. Nugent, Democratic leader of 
Essex County, N. J., declared yesterday 
that he intended to attack the constitu- 
tionality of Governor Edge's election in 
the New Jersey courts and that he also 
intended to present the matter to the 
United States Senate in the form of a 
protest 

“Tam convinced tnat the New Jersey 

Constitution makes Governor Edge in- 
eligible,”’ he said, ** and I intend to take 
the matter into the courts as sopn as 
he is declared elected. The presentation 
of the matter to the United States Sen- 
ate will be in addition to this, as the 
Senate is the judge of the eligibility of 
its members. Governor Edge will never 
sit-in the Senate if we can prevent it, 
and we think we can.’’ : 
’ The constitutional provision under 
which legal steps against Governor Edge 
are threatened is Section 8,. Article 5, 
which reads as follows: 

‘“‘No member of Congress or person 
holding office under- the United States 
or of this State shall exercise the of- 
fice of Governor, and in case the Gov- 
ernor or person administering the. Gov- 
ernment shall accept any office under 
the United States or this State, the of- 
fice of Governor shall thereupon be 
vatant; nor shall he be elected by the 
Legislature to any office under the 
Government of this State or of the 
United States during the term for which: 
he shall have been elected Governor.”’ 

The. Republican leaders declared that 
Nugent's action would avail him little or 
nothing, as the matter had been passed 
upon by the Attorney General, who had 
decided that Governor Edge was en- 
tirely within his rights in running for 
the Senate. Moreover, they added, a 
precedent had been established in the 
case of Woodrow Wilson, who was 
elected President of the United States 
while he was Governor of New Jersey.. 

The Democrats answered this by the 
statement that President Wilson’s term 
as Governor ended on Jan. 1, and he 
did not become President until March 4 
following. They declared that the Con- 
stitution of the State expressly pro- 
hibits the election of Edge, as his term 
as Governor will not have expired when 
the Senate term. begins. 

One of the greatest. political battles in 
this State will in all probability occur 
asa result of the election yesterday, 
when the Den ats ded in elect- 
ing thirty. Assemblymen, just one-half 
of the number in the State. This was 
a gain of sixteen .Assemblymen for the 
Democrats and means that the Repub- 
licans have lost their hold on the As- 
sembly, of which they previously had 
forty-six members. 

All of the Republicans elected yester- 
day are pledged to support the National 
Prohibition Amendment, while every 
Democrat is pledged to oppose it. The

“Great Victory Developing.

AMSTERDAM, Nov. 6.—The Kaiser, 
I learn, has come to a personal de- 
cision to remain William II. Having 
played many and various réles he now 
apparently believes that he can adapt 
himself to the difficult ._part of a demo- 
cratic monarch. In this decision, it is 
declared, he has perhaps the larger 
section of the Government with him 
and those composing his majority are 
making strenucus efforts to close the 
incident. 

But the Socfalist members refuse to 
regard the Keiser’s decision as final. 
They are, it id said, about to hand an 
ultimatum to the Chancellor. Wither 
the Kaiser goes oX\ they do. Thus, con- 
sidering the time ‘and the alternative, 
Prince Max will really stand before 
Hobson’s cholfce, for he dare not run the 
risk of breaking up his Ministry. In 
Berlin the popular belief continues to 
grow that His Majesty's abdication is 
merely a matter of days. 

Meanwhile, it is highly interesting to 
note how the German people are begin- 
ning to demonstrate in force. 

The fact that the Kaiser still remains 
the Kaiser has called forth protests 
from many parts of the country. In 
Munich on Monday at a vast impro- 
vised demonstration speakers’ demand- 
ed ‘‘ peace under all circumstances,’’ 
and “a lest rally for the national de- 
fense’’ ‘was termed nonsense. Greet- 
ings were sent to Austria and a reso- 
lution was declared that if the Gov- 
ernment had not the courage to con- 
cluda peace at once a new Bavarian 
Governmént would be formed which in 
the name of all Germany would end 
the war. 

Demonstrations recently took place at 
Erlangen and Fuerth, and at Nurem- 
burg an open-air demonstration of many 
thousands of people demahded the im- 
mediate abdication of the Kaiser and

GERMANY’S ARMISTICE ENVOYS 


Hintze Bore Dewey’s Hot Message 
—All Have Diplomatic Records. 


Of the four German Commissioners 
sent to meet Marshal Foch, Admiral 
von Hintze is a man of many parts. 
He is not only a naval officer and a 
Doctor of Laws, but has distinguished 
himself in diplomacy and on recent 


missions for the German Foreign Of-/ 


fice. 
After the remarks made by Dr. von 
Ktihlmann about a ‘‘ peace by negotia- 


tion ’’ in the Reichstag in July, von 
Hintze succeeded him as Secretary for 
the Foreign Office.

Von Hintze was the Flag Lieutenant 
of Admiral von Diedrich at Manila Bay 
in May, 1898, and bore back to his 
chief ‘Admiral Dewey’s famous message 
interrupted by the hurried departure o 
von Hintze:

About 1800 von Hintze enteréd the 
diplomatic service and was attached to 
the person of the Czar of Russia. Later 
he went home at the request of Nicholas 
on account, it is said, of his too hes 
curiosity in regard to Russian State 
secrets. In 1912 -von Hintze was made 
Minister to Mexico, and it is said that 
much of: the hostility of President 
Huerta toward the United States was 
due to his propaganda there. 

When the war broke out he was sent 
as Minister to Peking, whence he made 
a hurried departure, via Shanghai and 
San Francisco, when China seemed to be 
on the point of entering the war in 
March, 1917. 

Von Hintze did not reach Berlin un- 
til after the United States had declared 
war.

sea. The German resistance has been 
jbadly broken.. There is, it .8 true, no 
‘sign of rapid flight, of completely dis- 
‘organized résistance. But each day 
marks a material gain in a situation 
where every yard is of value. 

The point, too, at which they are ap- 
proaching the Metz-Lille road, Sedan, is 
‘one of exceptional danger. If Sedan can 
be reached not only will this railroad 
be cut, but several important branches 
which could be used in case of an emer- 
gency will also be severed. Bast of Se- 
dan are found several radiations from 
the matin stem which have served as im- 
portant connecting links between the 
armies in the north and those of the 
south and have aided materially in the 
distribution of supplies. This connection 
will be absolutely broken. Just to the 
west of Sedan is Mézléres, where an- 
other connecting link from the north 
comes into the main stem. This is also 
in as great danger as is Sedan. 


It is this line which constitutes the 
greatest menace to Germany, and which 
if cut is apt to bring a true. disaster. 
It is at the moment the most vital posi- 
tion in the battle area, and the situation 
here, which is fast culminating, will 
prove more potent than any other one 
factor in hastening Germany’s accept- 
ance of the terms of the armistice, 

The persistent character of the work 
of the American forces here has achieved 
remarkable results under difficulties of 
terrain as great as those which any 














army has had to fight against. From 
the first day of the attack against St. 
Mihiel up to the present time every ad- 
vantage has-been with the defense. Not 
once has open country or anything ap- 
proaching it been reached. What this 
means can best be appreciated by refer- 
ence to the fighting in other sectors for 
éven smull elevations in open country. 
This is of special importance in the 
German defense, which consists princi- 
pally -of machine gun nests, in which 
character of fighting every position must 
be taken individually. The worst of the 
fighting, however, is over for ‘he 
moment. The heaviest masses of woods 
have been passed, and while the coun- 
try ahead is still badly broken, there 
are greater opportunities for offensive 
work. , 

It is useless to’ expect that we have 
accomplished the truly great results of 
the last two mdnths without paying a 
heavy price. Not an exorbitant price, it 
is true, for the results have been highly 
valuable. But a heavy price has been 
paid—much higher, indeed, than has yet 
been indicated by the reports. But this 
fs inevitable. ‘Every position or series 
of positions has its value as expressed 
in casualties. And our contribution to 
the general success in bringing the war 
so near to an end justifies the expendi- 
ture we have made, and shows that we 
have. obtained value received. It has 
been infinitely cheaper to fight the war 
as has been done during the last four 
months than to do it piecemeal, throw- 
ing in a relatively small number on a 
local front each day. More men are 
consumed in the fire each day, but the 
total required to complete the task is 
immeasurably lower.

Only Six Miles From Sedan. 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY ON 
THE SEDAN FRONT, Nov. 6, (Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Its footing well estab- 


lished east of the Meuse, the American 
army has forced its way along both 
banks of the river until tonight it is 
within six miles of Sedan. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
Germans have put in fresh divisions, 
the American and French troops con- 
tinue their grim advance. Murvaux, 
north of the Freya line and east of 
Dun, was reached this afternoon, and 
operations about the heights to the 
east of Sedan are well under way. 

The territory regained about Dun- 
sur-Meuse includes Lion-devant-Dun, 
Fontaines, Hill 284, and up to the 
edge of Céte St. Germaine. 

On the west of the river the army 
moved to the outskirts of Mouzon. 
Further west it fought its way along 
a four-mile front to Cogneux Woods. 
Pourron and Mont de Brune were 
among the villages captured. Rau- 
court was reached. : 


Retreat Before Our Rushes. 


The advance on Raucourt and Ché- 
mery was accomplished against ma- 
chine gunfire. The Germans had in- 
trenched themselves in every available 
shellhole, supplemented by trenches, 
but were driven out without excessive 
use of artillery. It was an infantry 
engagement, the Germans giving w: 
before the steady rushes of the Am 
icans. East of Chémery the American 
line runs through Maisoncelle. 

The advance today between the 
Meuse and the Bar moved forward at 
one place more than three miles. 

Along the heights of the Meuse, in 
the region of Sassey and between 
Milly and Dun, the Americans made 
progress despite heavy machine gun 
and artillery resistance on the part 
of the Germans.

The missing precincts were nearly all 
in rural districts, and were expected to 
bring Newberry’s lead up to about 6,000. 

At one time today Newberry was lead- 
ing by only 750 votes. This was when 
the completion of the city count was 
reached. After Wayne County was 
complete, Newberry’s total began to 
rise. 

If Newberry’s majority is under 9,000 
or 10,900 the chances are favorable to a 
recount. Today, when it looked as if 
the Newberry vote was to be reduced 
to the barest margin, Elbert H. Fowler, 
Secretary of the Ford Non-Partisan 
Committee, wired to Governor Sleeper, 
asking that all ballot boxes be carefully 


guarded. 
i “If Mr. Newberry’s majority is under 
f 10,000 we will ask a recount,” said 
Fowler. 
The avalanche of votes for Ford in De- 
troit was one of the surprises of the 
tion. Democratic State Central 
headquarters considered itself extremely 
optimistic by announcing 15,000 as a 
possible majority for Ford in Wayne 
County. Republicans figured 10,000 
would about cover it. Instead the Ford 
majority in Wayne is 27,130. Added to 
this came unexpected strength for Ford 
in the Upper Peninsula. Newberry car- 
ried it by probably less than 4,000 
whereas 10,000 majority had been relied

COLUMBUS, Ohio, Nov. 6,—Ohio yes- 
terday entered the fast growing column 
of States where intoxicating liquors may 
not legally be sold or purchased. With 
the reports from rural counties returned 
today showing such a marked tendency 
paca the ‘‘dry’’ amendment it be- 
came evident early that the 30,000 lead 
that the ‘‘ wets ’’ had obtained would be 
overcome, and predictions to this effect 


With eng 4 fewer than 500 precincts 
out, almost all of which are situated in 
territory which heretofore has been dry, 
the prohibition forces have assumed a 
lead of 15,810 tonight, and their leaders 
confidently predict that the final ma- 
jority will be close to 15,000. e vote: 
With 5,148 precincts out of 5,756, prohi- 
bition polled 396,486, while the voters 
opposed to prohibition polled 390,585. 
With a little more than 350 precincts 
missing,’ Governor Cox, Democrat, has 
established a lead of 18,768 over his Re- 
publican opponent, Frank B. Willis, and 
the latter has conceded his opponent's 
election. Returns to the Secretary 
State’s office today, however, indicated 
that the State House would have a di- 
vided body, as almost the entire State 





The Republicans also supported their 
Congressional nominees in a manner 
that reached the hopes of their leaders 
The Ohio delogation in Congress will 
consist of fourteen Republicans and 
eight Democrats, whereas last election 
thirteen Democrats and nine Republi- 
cans were elected. 

While returns from the rural districts 
are slow, the indications point to a 
Democratic State Senate and House of 
Representatives. 

Dry leaders are firm in their conten- 
tjons that a majority of the men who 
have been elected to these two bodies 
will support the Federal Constitutional 
amendment relative to prohibition. In 
this connection, however, a peculiar sit- 
uation revealed itself at the polls yester- 
day when a State amendment was 
passed conferring upon the people the 
right to refer back to the people any 
ratification. by the Legislature of any 
Federal Constitutional amendment. Dry 
leaders point out that inasmuch as the 
State went dry they have no fear of a 
referendum. 


California Probably Stays ‘‘ Wet.’’ 
SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 6.—Defeat of 
a ‘‘bone dry’’ liquor amendment in 
California was indicated by returns to- 
night from 2,533 complete precincts o 
6,191 in the State, which gave: ‘ Yes,”’ 
116,369; ‘‘ No,’’ 143,137. Decisive plu- 
ralities for Governor William D. Ste- 
phens and the Republican State ticket 
in general were shown tonight. If there 
is no upset in two contested districts 
California will have a Congressional 
delegation of five Democrats and six 
Republicans. A Republican and ‘‘dry’’ 
Legislature also apparently was elected. 


Wyoming Goes Into Dry Column. 
CHEYENNDB, Wryo., Nov. 6.—Wyom- 
ing returns early today indicate a land- 
slide for the entire Republican ticket in 
the State. Wyoming is estimated to 
have adopted prohibition two to one.

MILWAUKEB, Nov. 6.—Ten Republi- 
can Congressmen and one Socialist, Viec- 
tor L. Berger, were elected in Wisconsin 
yesterday, while Governor Emanuel L. 
Philipp, Republican, swept the State and 
carried his associates on that ticket with 
him. Philipp’s plurality is expected to 
reach 50,000.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 
FRANCE, Nov. 5.—It was an as- 
tounding victory yeste.Zay south of 
Valenciennes, about Le Quesnoy and 
Landrecies, and after his heavy de- 
feat the enemy is retreating in disor- 
der from some sectors of his front. 

The 4th British Corps, commanded 
by General Harper, was in the centre 
of. this attack, with the 87th and 
New Zealand Divisions on this side of 
Ghjssignies and Le Quesnoy. 

The last-named place is a mediaeval 
town, defended by high ramparts and 
inner and outer bastions, strength- 
ened by Vauban, the famous En- 
gineer of Military Works under Louis 
AXIV., and it was garrisoned by over 
1,000 Germans, with orders to defend 
it at all costs. They were brave men, 
and determined to obey this command. 

The New Zealanders, however, were 
equally determined to ‘take Le Ques- 
noy, and they set out to assault it, 
frontally as soon as the attack had | 
been launchcd with a powerful bom-: 
bdrdment. Those New Zealand boys,

With the ‘ttew Zealanders, they 
made an advance of 10,000 yards up 
to yesterday evening, fighting all the 
way for 7,000 yards against stubborn 
enemies, and this morning they have 
gone much further, with the Germans 
retréating before them. 

Torrific fighting also happened dur- 
ing the British attack across the Sam- 
bre Canal, near the Fourth Army 
front, on the right wing of Landrecies, 
where first the 32d, 50th, and 18th 
Divisions were engaged from north to 
south. r 


They had twelve German divisions 
against them, and in front of them 
the: cans:l, thirty yards broad, with 
wide reservoirs on either side, so that 
it was a wide stretch of water. 

In crossing the St. Quentin Canal, 
between EBellengiise and _ Bellicourt, 
our men were provided with lfebelts 
and rafts, and here they also had 
canoes and light bridges which were 
brought up. 

Before reaching the line of the canal 
there was fierce fighting about and 
in the village of Catillon by the troops 
of the Ist Division, who carried it 
with splendid courage and took many 
prisoners. They were helped by the 
gallant service of the Tank Corps. A 
number of tanks went Into action, 
clearing their way through the woods 
and crawling around Catillon, which 
they girdled with machine-gun and 
Hotchkiss fire. 


All through the day these tank 
pilots and crews did not spare them- 
selves, but fought with their units 
like destroyers in a fleet action. 

Landrecies itself, whose name is 
heroic in the early history of the 
British retreat from Mons four years 
ago, (it seems a.thousand years,) 
was taken by the 25th Division—that 
gallant division of men,which in April 
last was fighting desperate rearguard

-have been almost wiped out. Only 250 
men were left out of the 111th Divis- 
jon and some regiments were down to 
fifty or sixty men. ;

NEAR BREAKING POINT 


Debt Exceeding $35,000,000,000 
Has Mortgaged Two-fifths 
of Her National Wealth. 


LONDON, Nov. 6, (British Wireless 
Service.)—Germany’s financial position 
is desperate and. rapidly approaching 
the breaking point. After she raised her 
eighth war loan her national debt, it 
is estimated, approached £6,000,000,- 
000. It is assumed that since then it 
has reached £7,000,000,000. 

The Reichstag on June 23 last passed 
a vote of credit of 15,000,000,000 marks, 
which it was then déclared would raise 
Germany’s war debt to 139,000,000,000

DEFENDS STRATEGY 
~ OF ‘WESTERNERS? 


Maurice Derides View That Vic- 
tory Could Have Been Won 
Long Ago in East. 








SAYS BALANCE WAS HELD 





Blows Fell In East When Germany 
Could Spare No Forces from West 
at the Psychological Time.

LONDON, Nov. 6.—The downfall of 
Bulgaria, the surrender of Turkey, and 
the collapse of Austria have given rise 
to much self-congratulation on the part 
of the ‘‘ Easterners.’’ It is suggested 
that but for the pigheaded obstinacy of 
the soldiers, who were almost to a man 
‘* Westerners,’’ all this might have hap- 
pened long ago, and that our eastern 
fronts have only been kept alive by the 
vision and statesmanship of our Minis- 
ters, in the teeth of military opposition. 
This is a travesty of truth. When the 


| General Staff was recreated in the Win- 


.ter of 1915-1916 the situation in the east 
was that the Dardanelles expedition had 
failed and appeared likely to end a 
ghastly catastrophe, the Suez Candl and 
Egypt were threatened, the advance to 
Bagdad had failed, and German and 
Turkish agents were active in Persia 
and on the frontier of India, while from 
German Hast Africa the enemy was car- 
rying out raids into Uganda. The orgy 
of easternism had, in fact, ended in im- 
periling our whole position in the east. 

It is a complete illusion to suppose 
that there ever had been any responsible 
or thoughtful soldiers who held the view 
that our vital interests in the East 
could be disregarded and that every 
available soldier should be concentrated 
on the western front. Due provision for 
the security of these vital interests was 
one of the first acts of the reorganized 
General Staff. The Gallipoli Peninsula 
was evacuated without logs, an opera- 
tion so unprecedented and unexpected 
that there are many to this day who 
believe it was accomplished by bribing 
the Turk; Egypt was secured against 
attack by the conquest of the Desert of 
Sinai and by the occupation of the wells 
which made an advance against the Suez 
Canal possible. The situation in Meso- 
potamia was restored, Bagdad was occu- 
pied, and the enemy’s activities in 
Persia checked, while, lastly, the Ger- 
mans were driven from their East 
African colony. 

When the Germans and Turks con- 
certed plans for the recapture of Bagdad 
and began to assemble forces for that 
purpose about Aleppo, their schemes 
were defeated by the victory of Gaza- 
Beersheba and the capture of Jerusa-

The soldier who wished to neglect the 


.@ast altogether is a man of straw 
‘erected by the eastern controversialist 


to receive his blows. The military ar- 
gument is really very simple and can be 
stated in a few words. So long as Ger- 
many had large forces on her eastern 
front which might be brought to the 
west, the .western front, which was of 
all fronts the most vital for us and for 
the French, could not be regarded as 
secure. It was futile to suppose that 
Germany's position could be turned by 
an attack upon one of her allies, because 
ier central position enabled her to sup- 
sort that ally more quickly’ than we 
ould attack, and, furthermore, she 
ould always get back more quickly to 
-ne main front than we could. There- 
‘ore, strategically, the only defensible 
vourse, so ‘long as Germany had more 
troops than she required to defend the 
western front, was to HMmit our side- 
shows to what was necessary for de- 
fense of the interests which had to be 
secured, while at the same time making 
the utmost possible use of all forces 
which for one reason or &nother could 
not be employed on the western front: 
There is nothing to be said for a policy 
which maintained more troops in Pales- 
tine than were necessary for defense, 
after the collapse of Russia made it 
clear that the Germans would make 
their great attack on the western front, 
and then transferred those surplus 
troops to France after the blow. had 
fallen. 

Once it became evident that Germany 
had no troops to spare from the weat- 
ern front and was in fact drawing upon 
Austria for reinforcements the whole 
strategical situation was fundamentally 
changed. From August onward the 
western front was from our point of 
view absolutely safe, and there was no 
¢ghance of Germany being able to send 
aid to her allies. Therefore, the case 
for pressing aitacks on all fronts be- 
came very strong, particularly when, 
thanks to the development of India’s 
military resources, our troops in the 
secondary theatres came mainly from 
our great dependency, and could not for 
the most part be sent to the west. 


The Macedonian Offensive. 


I did at the time oppose the Macedo- 
nian offensive, because I looked at the 
problem solely from a military point of 
view. I knew of the tmmense strength 
of the Bulgarian positions and the dif- 
ficulties of the country, and I did not 
think there was very great prospect of 
decisive victory. I was not aware that 
the internal condition of Bulgaria was 
so precarious as to warrant the attempt, 
and I acknowledged my mistake as soon 
as I discovered it. 

It is only the blind who will not see 
that this is primarily a war of attrition, 
that Germany’s allies, being even more 
exhausted than she is, were only kept 
in the field by the prospect of a Ger- 
man victory. Once that prospect had 
gone, they collapsed. Bulgaria surren- 
dered before her armies had been com- 
pletely defeated. Austria asked for an 
armistice before she met with military 
disaster. Turkey was suing for terms 
before Allenby had entered Aleppo or 
Marshall had rounded up the last Turks 
on the Tigris. 

A member of the Government has just 
stated, and I agree with him, that if Sir 
Douglas Haig had had five fresh Ameri- 
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can divisions at the beginning of Oc- 


resistance in the west would have col- 
lapsed. A westerner can ask for no bet- 
ter argument in support of his policy, 
for it is obvious that the downfall of 
Germany would have at once brought 
with it that. of her allies. While we 
have yet to see whether the reverse will 
be the case, I fear we have in the past 
wasted far more than the equivalent of 
five divisions in extraneous enterprises 
which might have been conducted with 
greater regard to Foch’s great principle 
of economy of force. 

Value of Our Army’s Work. 
Nov. 5.—The First American Army and 
General Gouraud’s army, which has wag 

ce Sept. 26 in 
a dogwedly evieteult county on 
the whole front and against determined 
resistance on the part of the enemy, 
have reaped their reward, and, having 
worn the enemy out, they have sprung 
forward some miles toward the Hirson- 
Méziéres railway, from which they are 
now only some sixteen miles distant. 
This is a great achievement which 
will have important results, for the ene- 
my’s main lateral line of communica- 
tion is: severed and his power of trans- 
ferring troops is greatly hampered. But 
it need not be disastrous to him, for he 
has,’ some twenty-five miles further 
back, the Luxemburg-Arlon-Namur line, 
which, if not*so good as that which 
he has lost, is still serviceable. 
Crossing of Sambre Canal. 


In the north the French First Army 
and our own Fourth, Third, and First 
Armies have gained another notable 
victory in crossing the Sambre Canal, 
which is a very serious obstacle, being 
some 800 feet wide and navigable by 
sea-going barges, and in gaining pos- 
session of about half of the great Mor- 
mal Forest and capturing the pictur- 
sque little town of Le Quesnoy. 

kg The general effect of these two vic- 
tories has been to make the enemy’s po- 
sition in his centre between the Aisne 
and the Oise more precarious, to weaken 
his hold on the Scheldt, and force him 
to attempt yet another readjustment of 
his front.’ in fact, he has already be- 
gun‘ the withdrawal for which he has 
doubtless been preparing for some little 
time. 

The continual retreat and the removal 
of the Austrian divisions must affect 
the morale of the German troops and 
bri the final collapse nearer. 

But I am still of the opinion that if 
that collapse comes soon it will begin 
in Germany rather than at the front. 
I do not think that, looked at from a 
military point of view only, the situation 
warrants greater expectations than that 
the enemy has been fighting hard, and 
that if he is showing weak spots he has 
still plenty of strong ones. 

The weather is uncertain—or, rather, it 
is becoming more and more certain that 
it will be bad; and the labor of repairing 
roads and the railways damaged by the 
enemy is immense, and the difficulties 
in the way of rapid exploitation of our 
success are considerable.

Extends Hearty Greetings to the 
Representatives of the Op- 
pressed Nations. 





The aims and objects of the Mid- 
Buropean Union, founded on Oct. 26 last 
in Independence Hall, Philadelphia, were 
explained last night to more than 300 
guests, men and women: well known in 
varied walks of life, at a dinner of the 
organization at the Hotel Plaza. The 
following twelve delegates to the Mid- 
Buropean Union were present: Dr. T. G. 
Masaryk, Czechoslovak; M. Sichinsky, 
Ukranian; H. Hinkovik, Jugoslav; Mr. 
Narusewicz, Lithuanian; Captain Vasile 
Stoica, Roumanian; Mr. Tomazolli, 
Italian Irredentist; Dr. Dako, Alban- 
ian; Christos Vassalakaki, unredcemed 
Greekg; Ittamar Ben-Avi, Jewish Coun- 
cil; Mr. Zsatkovich, Uhro-Rusin, and 
G. Pasdermadjin, Armenian. 

The speakers were Profcssor Thomas 
G:; Masaryk, President of the Czecho- 
slovak National Council; Herbert 
Adolphus Miller, director of the organi- 
zation, and George Foster Peabody, 
who was toastmaster. The meeting was 
devoted largely to explanation of the 
scope of the territories and histories of 
the oppressed nationalities of Europe, 
and the points made were elucidhted by 
references to a large map of ‘‘ the Mid- 
HBuropean peoples’’ in the rear of the 
ballroom. 

The toastmaster read this telegram 
from President Wilson: 

“Please extend my warm greetings 
to the representatives of the oppressed 
nationalities of Mid-Europe, and express 
to them my deep pleasure that there 
should be such impressive and irre- 
sistible unanimity of principles amongst 
us as regards the issues that are at the 


heart of the great struggle for justice in 
which all nations of the world are en- 


ged.’’ 

‘The Mid-European Union was creat- 
ed in part,”’ said Professor Miller, ‘‘ to 
thwart Germany's ambition and help to 
destroy Austria-Hungary. Austria-Hun- 
gary is now dead and Germany dis- 
credited. The task of the union now is 
to ee and maintain order in Europe 
and to organize seventy million people 
in terms of the new democracy. 

“* During these centuries the effort to 
crush out the individuality of nations 
was developing in them the very force 
to overthrow their oppressor. Any one 
who reads the history of Prussian Po- 
land for the last decade can see that 
the soul. of a people cannot be crushed. 
Every one has read the romantic story 
of the Czechoslovaks, but the spirit of 
all is the same. 

“But now a new task faces these 
nations to the east of Germany. The 
Germars and the Magvare had ruled by 
force and intrigue, stimulating and even 
inventing divisions and antagonisms to 
keep the nations from throwing off their 
yokes. The sacred institutions of re- 
ligion were prostituted to this purpose 
when other means failed. The result 
eg inevitable suspicion and antagon- 
sm. ? ’ 

“Now there are twelve nations 
pledged to the task. They extend in a 
opnious line from the Baltic to the 
Adriatic and the Black Sea and include 
the Armenians and Jews of Asia Minor. 
They speak many language through 
some of them are related, but*they have 
a common of Teutonic oppres- 
sion and the common purpose to recog- 
nize, their nationals on independent 
dentocratic principles. 


Declaration of Principles. 


“The Mid-European Union, whose 
Mame was chosen with such delibera- 
tion, aims to help solve these problems. 


The delegates are all officers of national 
organizations, which interpret as well as 
may be the purpose of their peoples on 
‘both sides of the Atlantic. Their object 
is to definitely face the problems and 
differences which really exist and to try 
to formulate principles for their solu- 
tion. As yet the action of the union is 
not authoritative, but it can work out 
a which in principle must be 
ollowed. The moral force of the twelve 
nations on each other will be very great. 
Already they have declared that all 
Governments derive their power from 
the governed; that there should be no ge- 
cret diplomacy; that they should co- 
ordinate their efforts to insure the lib- 
erties of the individual nations for the 
furtherance of their common welfare 
provided such a union contributes to the 
peace and welfare of the world.

LONE AIRMAN FIGHTS 
50 GERMAN PLANES 


British Officer, Thrice Wounded, 
Escapes After Downing More 
Than Eight Enemies. 


WITH THE ALLIED ARMIES IN 
FRANCE AND BELGIUM, Nov. 6, (As- 
sociated Press.)—One of the most daring 
and gallant deéds has been added to the 
record of the British air force in a 
battle recently fought in the Mormal 
Forest by a British Major, working 
single-handed in a fast scouting ma- 
chine. 
The Major had engaged a German air- 
plane, and almost before he realized it 
was surrounded by a great flight of 
enemy machines, which attacked him 
fiercely from all sides. A battle royal 


ensued, which lasted about an_ hour, 
during which the British airman was at- 


tacked by successive flights of enemy 
planes until he had given battle to be- 
tween fifty and sixty. 

Early in the fight the Major sustained 
three severe and crippling wounds, one 
arm and both legs being rendered vir- 
tually helpless. Despite his injuries and 
the fact that he was almost unconscicus 
at times, he continued to fight, until by 
brilliant and fast manoeuvring, he man- 
aged to escape to his own lines. He had 
destroyed four hostile planes and driven 
down out of control between four and 
six. 

Once during the mad battle the 
Major concluded he was lost and de- 
liberately charged one boche, with the 
expectation that both machines would 
crash and end it. He was working the 
machine gun as he swept toward the 
enemy. Just as a collision seemed in- 
evitable the German machine burst into 
flames and dropped. The Major swept 
over the falling plane. missing it by 


some feet. 

The British airman brought back his 
machine in such condition that it can 
be repaired and will be flying hearty. 
He is in a hospital and will probably 
recover.

ATROCITIES BY COMMAND 





Captured Order Proves the Denials 
of the Kalser’s Government 
te be False. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—German 
forces in their retreat from Belgium are 
bombarding defenseless towns, using es- 
pecially gas shells, and devastating the 
countryside, according to an eyewitness 
account made public today by the Bel- 
gian Legation. 

‘The Belgian Government has been 
informed,’’ said the statement, “‘ by a 
reliable eyewitness who follows closely 
the operations at the Belgian front that 
at the very moment that the German 
Government has announced its protest 
against inhuman acts and while Ger- | 


ments in the interest_of the civil popu- 
lation of the occupted territory, the Ger- 
mans have bombarded the villages and 
towns which they were obliged to aban- 
den during their retreat; they have usea 
especially gas shells for fhis purpose. 

‘‘Indescribably heartrending. scenes 
haye occurred, the unfortuna:e popule- 
tion having no gas masks o1 mcans of 
protection against these death-spreading 
fumes, A Belgian soldier entering Wyn- 
gheme, his home town, found his wife 
dying and his little daughter dead, vic- 
tims of the poison gas, and his home a 
heap of ruins. The country all round 
Ghent, the rich and beautiful cultivated 
ficlds and pastures, the picturesque vil- 
lages of Hansbeke, Landeghem, Nevele, 
Laethem, Saint Martin, Tronchiennes, 
present a horrible sight of devastation 
and havoc. Not a church was spared 
from destruction.

‘‘From these facts one may appre- 
ciate how hypocritical are the human!- 
tarian propositions and protestations of 
the German Government.’’. 

The legation also made public a cap- 
tured ordered of a Bavarian division 
commander proving that the German 
Government's denials that the troops are 
continuing their looting practices are 
false. The order reads: 


‘‘Regrettable as is the situation of 
the Belgian populace, the question of 
pry ye: for our troops, héavily engaged 
at the frent, must remain for us of para- 
mount importance. For this reason the 
last draft horse, the last vehicle, must 
be requisitioned and used to the great- 
est advantage. 

‘Commanders of the various units 
and men must take into account that the 
attitude of the population toward us has 
been completely modified. Since the 
situation has been altered, one must not 
expect to find in the Belgians the same 
docility that has, characterized them 
through the past years of our warfare, 
They must be considered strictly as the 
population of an enemy State with 
which we are at war. Therefore, it is 
particularly forbidden to assist the 
civilian population in any way; military 
interests alone should be considered. 
The products of the céuntry must be 
utilized solely in our own interests.’’ 

This document, Belgian officials de- 
clared; means nothing more than care- 
fully worded instructions to the retreat- 
ine German armies to rob, burn and 
destroy property as they fall back.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 6.—Battling 
Levinsky’s pugilistic star set in the ring 
of the Olympia A..A. here tonight, when 
Jack Dempsey, the Salt Lake City 
heavyweight, knocked out the veteran 
Hebrew boxer in the third round of 
what was to have been a six-round bout. 
The end came just thirty-five seconds 
before the end of the round, when a 
series of heavy blows to the body, fol- 
lowed by a crushing right-hand swing 
to the cnin, put the blonde Battler down 
for the fatal ten seconds. This was the 
first time in his long and brilliant. ring 
career, extending over many years, that 
Levinsky has felt the humiliation of a 
knockout. 

, There was no question as to Demp- 
sey’s superiority over his more experi- 
enced rival. The Utah heavyweight 
gave an indication of what was to come 
in the second round, when he floored 
Levinsky with a punishing left-hand 
blow to the stomach. The Battler took 
a count of nine: before arising. He 
never fully recovered from this blow and 
only the bell saved him from a knock- 
out then and there. 

Levinsky fought as well as he could, 
but his best. wasn’t good enough. In 
fact he only landed a few clean blows 
on Dempsey, who kept tearing in after 
his opponent almost from the first gong. 
These blows Dempsey shook off without 
even noticing them.. He was intent on 
one thing, which was evident from the 
start, and that was to score a knockout 
over Levinksy. : 

Dempsey boxed rather cautiously at 
the outset of the opcning round and 
Levinsky was doubly cautious. The: 
Westerner, however, was the aggresyor 
and several times rushed Levinsky 
about “the ring, lunging out savagely 
with either right or left to the face and 
body alternately. Levinsky’s only ef- 
fort was a comparatively weak left jab 
or hook to the head, which didn’t bother 
Derspoey in the slightest. 

With the gon n the second round 
Deinpséy set about his tazk in real 
jearnest and soon had Levinsky flying 
before him in a whirlwind of blows. 
After sparring for an opening Dempsey 
suddenly. shot out his left to the 
storoach. Levinsky crumpled up on the 
floor of the ring, but staggered to his 
feet at**‘ nine." The Battler clinched 
instinctively as Dempsey tore in at him. 
but the Westerner shook Levinsky off 
without ceremony and tried diligently to 
batter him to the fioor. Levinsky was 
staggering helpleszly about when the 
bell sounded the énd of the round.

Butler Davenport's Bramhall Play-

This Summer 307 ships of a tonnage 
of 1,466,000 came with the Argentine 
wheat crop for Great Britain, France, 
and Italy, and only one ship was lost.

057,231. The tonnage lost was 6, 288.

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FREEDOM OF THE SEAS. 

‘* Every nation is free to travel to 
‘* every other nation and to trade with 
‘* it,’’ said Grotius. Under this broad 
principle of international law the seas 
beyond the three-mile limit are open 
on equal terms to ships of every na- 
tion. But this rule is of unlimited 
application only in time of peace; .in 
time of war belligerents have certain 
recognized rights of interference with 





trade, such as blockade, visit and 
search, and seizure of contraband, 
and it is over the scope of these 


rights that differences have arisen be- 
tween nations concerning the freedom 
of the seas. That expression, as Mr. 
WILSON used it in the second of his 
fourteen points, has nothing to do with 
the use of the seas in peace; it relates 
only to the defining of the rights, re- 
spectively, of belligerents and neutrals 
in time of war. It is in many ways 
fortunate that the allied Governments 
have noted their inability to accept, in 
all of its various interpretations, the 
principle of ‘‘the freedom of the 
seas,’’ and that they have reserved to 
themselves ‘‘ complete freedom on 
‘* this subject when they enter the 
‘““ peace conference.’’ It is fortunate 
because the subject has long been 
controyerted. The principles involved 
should be made clear, should be dis- 
cussed until they are agreed to by all 
nations, to the end that they may be- 
come a part of the universally ac- 
cepted body of international law. The 
reservation now made by the allied 
Powers ought to lead to that happy 
conclusion. 

The American doctrine of freedom of 
the seas, briefly stated, is that private 
property, not contraband of war, 
should be exempt from seizure by any 
belligerent at sea as it is exempt on 
land. The instructions drawn up by 
Secretary JOHN Illay for the American 
delegates to the first Hague Confer- 
ence, held in 1899, clearly stated the 
American doctrine: 


. 


As the United States has for many 
years advocated the exemption of all 
private property, not contraband of 
war, from hostile treatment, you are 
authorized to propose to the confer- 
ence the principle of extending to 
strictly private property at sea the 
immunity of destruction or capture by 
_belligerent Powers which such prop- 
erty already enjoys on land as worthy 
of being incorporated in the perma- 
nent law of civilized nations. 


This instruction was repeated at the 
time of the second Hague Conference, 
in 1907. The status of private prop- 
erty at sea was discussed by the con- 
ference; when the vote was taken 
there were iw :ty-one votes sustain- 
ing the American position, eleven were 
against it, and twelve did not vote. 
Germany voted with us on condition 
that there should be a preliminary 
agreement as to contraband and block- 
ade. Great Britain, France, and Ja- 
pan, also Russia, voted nay. The 
subject is onei of great complexity, 
since it necessarily involves correlative 
questions of blockade and contraband. 
When Great Britain established her 
blockade of Germany, a commercial 
blockade, the United States, in its fa- 
mous note of March 80, 1915,- while 
admitting the established right of 
blockading specified ports, protested 
against a blockade distant from the in- 
hibited coast and so maintained as to 
bar access to many neutral ports and 
coasts,- and subjecting ‘‘ all neutral 
‘‘ Ships seeking to approach them to 
‘*the same suspicion that would at- 
‘*tach to them were tkey bound for 
‘*the ports’’ of an enemy of the 
blockading Power.

that part was subject to seizure when 
|it was clear that, though destined to a 
neutral port, the ultimate destination 
was within the blockaded territory. 
The American doctrine is consonant 
with’ the modern spirit which has 
, tended to restrict belligerent rights to 
acts undoubtedly essential to the 
prosecution of the war,. while safe- 
guarding and™~continually extending 
neutral rights, in order that by pro- 
hibiting so far as possible interference 
with commerce of the seas the loss and 
calamity of the war may. be confined 
to belligerents. The tendency is to 
restrict within the narrowest limits 


the right to molest neutrals.. The 
exigencies. of this tremendous war 
have caused the nations engaged 


against Germany to be little regardful 
of encroachments on freedom of seas 
which in the case of a minor conflict 
would have encountered protest. What 
Germany means by freedom of thd 
seas, of which she has talked so much, 
is the right to replenish her stores by 
unrestricted trade with all nations dur- 
ing the war, her object being to secure 
the denunciation of British blockade as 
illegal and not to be endured. Great 
Britain, as a nation of frequent wars, 
holds views somewhat at variance with 
the American doctrine, which has its 
origin in the belief that, being little 
given to war, the interests of this na- 
tion are almost continuously those of 
a neutral. It is to be hoped that the 
differences in-.respect to Mr. WILSON’s 
second point, which are by no means 
irreconcilable, will be removed by 
frank interchange of views before the 
assembling of the peace conference, 
in order that the delegates of the 
Allies, when they meet the German 
delegates, will be found to be alto- 
gether in agreement. : 








A CONTRIBUTION TO HISTORY: 


At the dinnef given in his honor 
in this city on: Tuesday night MIN 
HENRY MoRGENTHAU, lately American 
Ambassador at Constantinople, pro- 
posed some form of military occupa- 
tion in Turkey during the reconstruc- 
tion period following the war; other- 
wise, no stable government would be 
set up, and in the welter of disorder 
and factional strife the Armenians 
would not be allowed to realize their 
independence. No American is a bet- 
ter judge of conditions in Turkey 
than Mr. MOoORGENTHAU, or so well 
qualified to give advice about the 
restraint of the forces which were 
responsible for the evil partnership 
between Germany and. the Ottoman. 
Empire. 

In his service as American Ambas- 
sador, which began in 1913 and ended 
when Turkey entered the war to play 
the part for which she was cast by 
the emissaries of the Kaiser, Mr. 
MORGENTHAU was always in touch 
with TaLaat Pasha and EXNVER Pasha, 
the real rulers of Turkey. They were 
as unprincipléd a pair as’ever usurped | 
power and betrayed a people. In the 
ante-war period the Ambassador ob- 
tained information that threw a sin- 
ister light upon their dealings with 
Berlin, and this information was sup- 
plemented by confidences from Baron 
VON WANGENHEIM, the German Am- 
bassador, which were intended to mis- 
lead the American, but revealed to him 
not only the secrets of the intrigue 
but the true relations of Germany with 
Turkey and the plans of -the Kaiser 
with regard to France, Russia, Great 
Britain, and the Far East. All the in- 
cidents are told, together with Mr. 
MORGENTHAU’S shrewd comments, in 
that vivid and moving book, ‘‘ Am- 
bassador MoRGENTHAU’S Story,’’ is- 
sued to the public today. It is a 
dramatic relation, full of astonishing 
revelations and striking sketches of 
character, nowhere dull or halting, 
speculative, philosophic, and at times 
humorous, for it was not all tragedy 
that passed in review before the keen- 
eyed Ambassador. 

Perhaps there is no passage in the 
book which has greater value as a 
contribution to history, or is more 
pertinent just now, than what Baron 
VON WANGENHEIM had to say about the 
terms of peace that Germany would 
impose upon France. She was to be 
made to demobilize her armies, to pay 
an indemnity of $20,000,000,000,. and 
to surrender her art treasures. Great 
Britain and Russia were to be dealt 
with as ruthlessly. But Mr. Morcen- 
THAU, taking notes and later to print 
them, never forgot that he was 
America’s Ambassador. He fought for 
thousands of foreign residents after 
Turkey entered the war; he cham- 
pioned the Armenians, although he 
could not save them from massacre; 
he stood up for every right of his 
country, and would not be hoodwinked 
or browbeaten. To read the story of 
the services Mr. MoRGENTHAU rendered 
as a representative of America and a 
friend of humanity is to realize his 
value in consultation when the future 
of Turkey. and her oppressed races 
must be considered. 





A PUBLIC MISFORTUNE.

In the letter, after telling vividly the 
story of the fall that landed him, a 
much bruised and shaken man, behind 
the German lines, the Captain, as was 
his right and perhaps was his duty, 
says that his treatment as a captive 
has been courteous and kindly, that his 
quarters are comfortable and his food 
as good and as abundant as: reasonably 
could be expected in a country where 
nobody is living really well and most 
people are suffering great hardships. He 
quotes a German aviator to whom he 


expressed a pleased surprise at having ; 


encountered no personal hostility from 
fliers whose lives he had tried to take 
as ‘saying, ‘‘ Hauptmann, you will find 


that we Germans are enemies of a: 


country in war, but never of the indi- 
vidual.”’ 

Of all that no complaint can be made, 
but it is quite another matter when 
Captain. Hatt deduces from his .own 
happy experience the conclusion that 
‘*some of those tales of escaped or 


exchanged prisoners -must have been | 


highly imaginative.’* That statement 
is distinctly—well, having once used the 
word ‘‘ regrettable,’’ let it serve again, 
‘though a harsher one might easily be 
found. Without one exception, so far 
as can be remembered, Entente aviators 
who have fallen into the hands of the 
Germans have proclaimed, when oppor- 
tunity offered, that they were decently 
treated, and they have all credited the 


“German aviators with observing fairly 


well such amenities as war permits. 

Through some curious twist of the 
Teutonic mind, service in the air either 
attracts only superfor men or makes 
them such. There has been practically 
no criticism of them as a class except 
that they bombarded _ hospitals—in 
obedience, presumably, to orders. These 
facts, however, gave Captain Hau. no 
excuse for impugning the veracity of 
other prisoners who, after exchange or 
escape, have described as atrocious the 
treatment they received while captives. 
In now almost innumerable instances 
they proved by their condition the truth 
of their stories.

Their Kind. that, it uses a good 
many words in ways and significances 
that are often surprising and sometimes 
puzzling to common folk. The war, with 
its numerous exchanges between Govern- 
ments, has brought many of these pe- 
culiar words to, public notice and added 
several of them to the popular vocabu- 
lary, and this may be counted among 
the educational influences which the 
great struggle has exercised—a poor 
compensation, of course, for the im- 
measurable destructiveness of war, but 
still a real one as far as it goes. 

Our own official documents and com- 
munications do not present, perhaps, as 
many departures from ordinary usage as 
do those of the European nations, but our 
State Department does know the formu- 
lae of diplomacy and sometimes feels 
obliged, for the sake of definiteness, to 
employ them. A mild case of such em- 
ployment is to be found in the latest 
of Secretary LANSING’s productions—the 
one printed yesterday as the President’s 
answer to the German demand or re- 
quest that he transmit to the Allies the 
German appeal for an armistice. 

In it the Secretary referred to the re- 
ceipt of a ‘‘ memorandum of observa- 
tions by the allied Governments on this 
correspondence,’"’ and just what was 


meant by a ‘fffeméFandum ‘of observa-' 


tions’: was -'shé#h ‘by “the next three 
paragraphs, in Which this particular one 
was quoted. What was said in them 
would hardly have been called ‘“ ob- 
servations ’’ by writers not in diplomacy. 
It seemed to be, rather, a statement of 
conclusions and determinations from ob- 
servations, but the departure from or- 
dinary usage was by no means as far 
as it is when the -diplomats talk or 
write of ‘‘ denouncing’ a treaty, or 
when they refer to its several provisions 
or sections as ‘‘capitulations.’’ In both 
cases the diplomatic usage is supported 
by etymology as well as by the diplo- 
matic habit. ¢ 

In language, however, ‘‘ whatever. is, 
is right,’’ and people out of diplomacy 
have as much warrant for their usage 
as have those in it for theirs. Quite 
safely, therefore, we can go on inter- 
preting ‘‘ denunciation ’’ as more or less 
bitter denunciation, and we needn't give 
up thinking that a ‘‘ capitulation’ is a 
surrender.

ing to find 
some of their legislative victories: 
What will it profit them, for instance, 
to have strong waters banned from 
June 1 next if the ban is to continue 
only for the duration of a war that 
stops before that date? : 

A real grievance is thus created. Per- 
haps the Prohibitionists will not com- 
plain too bitterly, however, for there 
are many worse things than a real 
grievance, and to be without one is 
for many people—perhaps for most—a 
state of unhappiness. It takes away a 
valid ground for feeling virtuous and 
superior—sometimes the only ground a

—and resentment naturally follows. 


The Prohibitionists might well view 


with some apprehension the number 
and size of the victories they have won 
in recent years. If ever the time came 
when they had no more States to con- 
quer, how empty would be their days, 
and what a skurrying about some of 
them would have to make in search of 
jobs as profitable and pleasant as they 
now have! 





Capital of a League of Nations. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 


In these days of swift and dramatic hap- 
penings, one dares tell his dreams. I have 
a suggestion to offer to the consideration of 
thoughtful men everywhere, that Constanti- 
nople be made the seat of the new interna- 
tional order, the League or Society of Na- 
tions, the establishment of which is one of 
the major aims of our victory. : 

Our fathers found it essential, in estab- 
lishing our Government, to set apart a dis- 
trict, separate from all the States, where 
the Federal Government should have its 
seat. The precedent may well be followed 
in the establishment of whatever interna- 
tional government may be found practicable. 
Constantinople is ideal for such q use, far 
better than The Hague. It ties near the 
Balkans, near Asia Minor, near Russia, 
midway between Europe and the Orient, at 
the very centre of the sensitive -areas of 
political and international life. It should 
not be left to the Turks. Russia no longer 
has any claim to it, No one nation should 
possess it. It is the ancient seat of world 
empire, with the glamour of historic tradi- 
tion about it. It has a superb site, and 
could be made a glory to the whole world.

RESCUE RUSSIA. 


German ‘Peaceful Penetration’ Must 
Be Resisted at Once. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
| Germany will shortly, if forced to do 
| 80, acknowledge her defeat and make a 
| Surrender as «complete as that of her 
' allies. ‘Even if she should attempt to 
temporize further, the delay cannot long 
| be continued. 
| With the cessation of fighting the 
' hardly less intricate reconstruction of 
devastated Europe will become the para- 
mount isspe, : 
/ It should be apparent to all that the 
greater the military defeat sustained by 
Germany, the greater will be the effort 
made by her to recoup the disasters of 
war through the ‘successful prosecution 
of her economic plans. To defeat these 
will be no less an achievement than 
her military discomfiture. Germany has 
established and maintained the Bolshe- 
viki in their criminal domination of 
Russia and through them has acquired 
;@ temporary hold upon the industries 
of Russia, which she will be compelled 
to relinquish only through a complete 
understanding on the part of the Allies 
of her purpose, arrived at not by guess- 
work, biff’through careful, diligent, and 
painstaking thoroughness on their part. 
Assume for the moment that Germany 
becomes a democracy. Her peoples will 
at once say to the peoples of Russia, 
their neighbors, that the hardships im- 
posed by Germany were due solely to 
the Kaiser and his military advisers, 
and that free Germany desires to co- 
operate with free Russia in the develop- 
ment of the great resources of Russia 
for the good of both. They will make 
this appeal as strong and as far-reach- 
ing as they made their appeal to the 
Bolsheviki, which was effective in over- 
turning law and-order. Her economic 
purposes will not have been altered by 
defeat, but they will be.just the same 
purposes that the Germans have always 
had in reference to Russia. While the 
hatred of the Russian people for Ger- 
many has come to be intense, neverthe- 
less such an appeal as will be made 
by the self-styled free people of Ger- 
many to the. free people of Russia for 
the ostensible purpose of mutual bene- 
fits may meet witha similar reception, 
and through the same methads of brib- 
ery, unless the Allies intervene and 
definitely and purposefully adopt and 
carry through a camprehensive plan of 
economic aid: and support in the re- 
habilitation of Russia. “The hopelessness 
of Russia under its present trials must 
be well understood, and the necessity of 
prompt succor we should all realize. 
Our reasons for the delay in bringing 
promised aid have perhaps been justi- 
fied, although the Russians are having 
great difficulty in understanding the 
cause. It was necessary that all the ef- 





should have been concentrated upon the 
western front and on the military defeat 
of Germany. With that purpose accom- 
plished we can advance no further rea- 
son for failure to comprehend Russia’s 
needs and the urgent necessity of pro- 
viding the required relief. 

An additional means of more promptly 
reaching the heart of Russia will now be 
available by the surrender of Turkey 
and the opening of the Dardanelles. This 
is most opportune and should be prompt- 
ly utilized. 

A legally established Government, 
consisting of a Directorate of five, con- 
stituted by a legally elected National 
Assembly, is now in existence, located 
at Omsk, in Siberia, and this Govern- 
ment begs for our prompt support. 


saving of Russia lies very close to the 
hearts of the American people, and it is 
certain that our Government will have 
all possible support.in carrying out this 
vast undertaking. A prompt expression 
of the desire of our people, through 
their various civic organizations through- 
out the country, in support of the Ad- 
ministration’s announced policy of help- 
ing Russia, should be made known and 
should receive the hearty support of the 
entire nation. In other words, let us 
undertake the reconstruction -program 
with the same unanimity of purpose and 
with thé same energy as we have shown 
in the prosecution of the war.

We Do Not Wish Whole Peoples to 
Get Out of Hand, Dr. Mott Says. 


Speaking yesterday afternoon before 
a@ group of wealthy men and women in 
the home of John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 10 
West Fifty-fourth Street, in behalf of 
the United War Work Campaign which 
is to raise $170,500,000 next week for the 
seven war work organizations, Dr. John 
R. Mott, Director General of the cam- 
paign, referring to the return of our 
troops to this country, said: 

‘‘ Shall we bring them home in large 
numbers until a real peace instrument 
has been forged? We-.have had our 
warning from Russia, and we have 
learned from her experience. We do not 
desire to see in Germany, Austria, 
Turkey, or Bulgaria, whole peoples get 
out of hand and wreck all we have been 
fighting for, at a sacrifice of eleven mill- 
ion lives. We are not going to bring 
back our men in large numbers until we 
have attained all we have heen fighting 
for. It is these things that show we 
need an oversubscription of 50 per cent. 
to carry our work through next Sum- 
mer.’’ 

Dr. Mott described in some detail the 
great program before the War Work 
Council, The magnitude of the physical 
program, he said, was one such as the 





‘world has never before seen. 


‘“As the day of peace draws near, I 
am sure that the American people 
would never fdérgive us if we did not 
prepare to serve our boys in the period 
ef demobilization. The time I fear for 
our boys is when discipline is relaxed, 
wher the hours of leisure multiply and 
temptations grow near. I. have spent 
thirty years in helping men and boys, 
and I have learned to trace the faults 
and the wreckage of life to the hours 
of lejsure. The burning question to- 
day is, shall the period or demobiliza- 
tion be a period of demoralization or 
not. We have sent more than 300 pro- 
fessors and teachers over there, and 
we need 2,000 more. We need $5,000,000 
for text books alone for the American 
Army. We need $3,000,000 for books of 
reference. The educational . program 
ought to get $100,000,000 by itself.’’ 

Dr. Mott. who has paid five visits to 


the front, said that the Canadian Gen- 
erals estimate that it will take fifteen 
months: to return. their troops home, 
and that the Australians will allow 
eighteen months for this process. From 
military and naval men he talked with, 
Dr. Mott’s impression was that the en- 
tire American Army would not be 
landed on the soil of the United States 
until twelve months after demobiliza- 
tion is begun. He did not agree with 
the man who said it would take three 
months, for British shipping will not 
then be available for that purpose. 

The sum to be raised next week, Dr. 
Mott added, meant but 8 cents a day for 
each soldier and sailor for a single year. 
In addition, provision must be made for 
relief work on this side, for work in. 
connection with soldiers in France, Italy, 
Russia, East Africa, “se India, 
and other places. When it -is taken into 
account what is-left over for the Ameri- 
can soldiers and sailors, he said, the 
sum asked for is pitifully small. 

Others on the program were Lieuten- 
ant Coningsby Dawson, who told of the 
heroic actions of the men at the front; 
the Paulist Choristers, under Father 
Finn; Miss Mildred Dilling, harp solo, 
and Eugene Berton, songs. al 

About $100,000, ft is expected, will be 
raised for the fund by manufacturers in 
the Long Isang City section of Queens, 
who adopted yesterday a suggestion that 
they operate their factories on one Sun- 
day in order to raise money for the 
drive.

At a meeting of the Board of: Directors 
of the American Iron and Steel Institute, 
held yesterday in the office of Judge 
Elbert H. Gary, Chairman.of the board 
and President of the institute, resolu- 
tions were wenn he commending the 
drive, and a resolution was adopted rec- 
ommending that the affiliated concerns 
in the iron and steel industry contribute 
liberally. The resolution declared the 
object of the forthcoming campaign to 
be of supreme importance. 

In a letter to Sir Arthur rapp. head 
of the Brifish Y. M. C. A., Lord Read- 
ing. British High’ Commissioner, sent 
wishes for the success of the campaign. 
Lord Reading said: ‘‘I wish you every 
success in your visit to America and I 
feel sure that as representative of thd 
Y. M. C. A. you will have a very hearty 
welcome there. I should be glad if you 
would tell your audiences in America 
that I have come back from my visit to 
France, where I had my opportunities 
of seeing the American soldiers, deeply 
impressed by the spirit which inspires 
all ranks and convinced that with their 
aid we cannot fail to achieve a final vic- 
tory, and, let us hope, at no very dis- 
tant date.’’: 

‘Mr. Rockefeller said he wished all the 
workers to dispel the public impression 
that the funds asked for’ the overseas 
work of the seven organizations would 
not be needed if hostilities were ended 
soon. He said that the money would be 
in greater use than ever because the 
American soldiers might be subject to 
the temptations attending idleness from 
military duties, and he added that the 
sum needed by: the organizations was 
nearer $250,000,000 than the campaign 
goal of $170,500,000, because the budgets 
were made up hefore the army was 

xpanded by changing the age limits of 
he draft.

Unfortunately the Southern . Chinese 
are endeavoring to complete the con- 
quest of the Island of Hainan and con- 
tinuing their offensive in Fukien. This 
may unite the Northern Tuchuns, who 
meantime are a pacifist wing led by the 
President. 

Financial: difficulties, together with 
the Allies’ advice, may.prevent further 
serious warfare, as the powers have 
declined to.sanction the release of the 
customs surplus until a settlement is 


effected, while the Canton Government 
has addressed protests to the powers 
concerning the customs and salt rev- 





enues, opposing the Central Govern- 
ment's using. these revenues in their 
subjugation. 


A sensational report, as yet uncon- 
firmed, credits Hiu Shu-chen, who has 
left for Japan, the representative of the 
Chinese Government at the Japanese 
Autumn manoeuvres with having a mis- 
sion to arrange a Chinese-Japanese al- 
liance. . 


77 SHIPS IN OCTOBER. 


American Yards Again Establish 
New. Record of Deliveries. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—American 
shipyards again established a new rec- 
ord in October by delivering 77 ships of 
898,100 deadweight tons. The shiocing 
Board also received during the mont 
two ships of 17,808 tons built for its 
account in Japan. 

The deliveries oy American yards in- 
cluded 45 steel ships of 283,400 dead- 
weight tons, 30 wood vessels of 100,200 
deadweight tons, and two composite 
ships of 14,500 deadweight tons. ‘I'ne 
Pacific Coast led In completed ships, 
with 30 vessels of 190,400 tons.

AMERICANS HONOR 
SURGEONS OF ALLIES 


Delegates to Clinical Congress 
Are Admitted to American 
College of Surgeons. 





FiNiSH INSPECTION TOUR 





Have Visited Our Military Camps 
Throughout Country-— All Are 
Veteran Army Medical Men. 





The American medical profession last 
night welcomed the distinguished for- 
eign delegates to the American Clinical 
Congress, who have returned to New - 
York after a tour of important civil and 
military medical centres of the coun- 
try. The New York Fellows of the 
American College of Surgeons. were 
hosts to the visiting surgeons at a din- 
ner at Delmonico’s, presided. over by 
Dr. J. Bentley Squier, the feature of 
which was. the conferring upon the visi- 
tors of honorary fellowship in the col- 
lege. + 

The speeches, both those of the Amer- 
ican: sponsors and the responses of the 
newly-created honorary fellows, were 
marked by ‘sincere’ interchange of cor- 
diality and respect, and ‘expressions of 
desire that surgery should avail itself 
after the war of all resources the na- 
tions represented had ween able to de-— 
vise during the struggle. » 
The visiting delegates taken into the 
college were Colonel Sir Thomas Myles, 
member of the Board of Consultants of 
the British War Office, former Presi- 
dent of the Royal College of Surgeons 
in Ireland and surgeon to the King; 
Major Pierre Duval, surgeon in the 
Paris hospital and consultant to all the 
armies of France; Lieut. Col. Raffaele 
Bastianelli, member of the Royal. Medi- 
cal Academy of Italy and an officer 
in the Italian Army; Colonel George E. 
Gask, British medical officer, Fellow of : 
the Royal College of Surgeons, with a 
record. of three. years front line service, 
and Major George Grey Turner, credited 
with many improvements in military 
surgical technique and a veteran of Far 
Eastern operations of the British Army. 
The honor conferred upon the visitors 
from overseas was shared by Major 
Gen. M. W. Ireland, Surgeon General 
of the American Army. 


Trip Over Country. 


Dr. Squier, who led in organizing the 
clinical congress and who was a mem- 
ber of the Committee of Arrangements 
which planned the welcome, presided at 
the dinner. He reminded.the gathering, 
including several hundred of the best 
known medical men here, that the clin- 
ical congress was to ‘have undertaken 
important work in’ this country in Oc- 
tober, but that the formal sessions had 
to be abandoned before the congress was 
‘convened bécause of the influenza epi- 
demic. 


Dr. Squier then 
Franklin Martia, who related briefly the 
incidents of the delegates’ journey. They 
went first to Washington where they 
were received by President Wilson and 
his Cabinet. Then they traveled to 
Camp Greenleaf, the medical training 
cump where, Colcnel Martin said, they 
presented the technical papers which 
were to have been read at the confer- 
ence. Next the delegates went to Ro- 
chester, Minn., where they visited the 
Mayo clinic, after- which. they went to 
Chicago, Philadelphia, and other importe- 
ant cities. 

Colonel Martin introduced Colonel Will- 
iam J. Mayo, President of the Ameri- 
can College of Surgeons, and ‘then the 
candidates for honorary fellowships filed 
by the speaker's table, the little pro- 
cession being led by General Ireland. He 
was escorted by Major General William 
C. Gorgas. As each member reached 
Colonel Mayo he halted long enough for 
Dr. Mayo to cite the achievements of 
the candidate. 


General Ireland’s Speech. 


General Ireland in his speech said that 
the fellowship was an unexpected honor 
and that he would treasure it as a trust 
to be held for the thousards of medical 
men of the American Army. Turning to 
a discussion of American Army medical 
experience abroad, General treland said 
wartime treatment of the sick and 
wounded had proved different in this 
war, and he paid generous thanks to 
the medical officers of the Allies for 
their aid to the Americans. Not only 
were the Americans taken to front-line 
formations and instructed, but import- 
ant medical orficers of the allied armies 
came monthly to the Research Council 
in Paris, thereby enabling that body 
to ‘‘ av ineffable good and save count- 
less lives’.’’ 

** American medical officers in 
France,’’ General Ireland added, ‘* have 
labored in France under many difficul- 
ties. Much of France’s resources had 
been eahausted when we got there, and 
it was a splendid spirit with which our 
American doctors took up their great 
task. I think I may say that the achieve- 
ments of American medical officers in 
France will add a bright page to Ameri- 
can medical history. We still are short’ 
of personnel and material due to a lack 
of tonnage, over which we have no con- 
trol, but I am confident these difficulties 
will be overcome in time to enable us 
to accomplish all that lies before us.’’ 

Colonel Sir Thomas Myles was ap- 
plauded when he recited, some of the 
crimes of Germany, and asserted that 
kindness should not prevent punishment 
of the guilty. He told of the torpedcing 
of the British mailboat. Leinster, with 
the loss of many women and children 
by the firing of a second torpedo among 
the lifeboats, and continued: 

‘* When you are told to turn the other 
cheek, think of those women and chil- 
dren. Now that the boche is getting a 
little of hfs own back through the bomb- 
ing of the Rhine cities he’s beginning to 
squeal... I heg you to let no thoughts of 
gentle dealing with the enemy pdison 
your hearts or your-souls, I none the 
day of retribution is coming, and that 
before the war is over we make the 
Hun shiver in his shoes. 


Urges {Invasion of Germany, 


‘‘I believe that even yet on the west- 
ern front the British,. the French, and 


the American Armies are to taste the 
full fruit of victory. I do not believe 
that the war can end before those ar- 
mies have reached German soil, and 
have begun to sow death, destruction, 
and terror among the Huns at home! 
‘‘Many phases of my journey here 
have impressed me. I noted that broad 
spirit of toleration and:liberty, and the 
earnestness and enthusiasm of the men 
at your great medical camps. But over 
all and above all I gloried in the deter~ 
mination of the American people to 
pate ¢ the war at last to a satisfactory 
gsue.’’ 

“Whether there is to be peace st 

now or not,’’ said Colonel Bastianelli, 
‘*T hope that, just as all the allied 
armies are fightin together for a vic- 
torious peace, medical men of all the 
nations that have suffered together, 
may meet to fight as one to alleviate 
the sufferings of humanity and to apply 
to the good of all that which each has 
learned during the years at the front.”’ 
In the afternoon the visiting delegates 
were the guests of the Department of 
Surgery of Columbia University at the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons. 
Later the delegates held their only 
technical session here, each talking 
upon some phase of war _ surgery. 
Major Duval described the general prin- 
ciples of the surgical treatment of war 
wounds. Major Adrien Piollet used 
lantern slides to show the rapidity with 
which wounds were brought by modern 
methods to a _ point where complete 
sutures’ could be used. Colonel Bas- 
tianelli told of new methods of treating 
cerebral wounds by which 52 per cent. 
of all patients were saved. 
Sir Thomas Myles cited cases of re- 
appearance of war wounds and gave in- 
stances of the reoccurrence of infection 
and disability months after the patients 
had »een discharged as cured.

MEUSE UNDER FIRE 


Gallant Crossing Ranks with 
Historic Deeds of Valor 
; of Our Army. 








HALF MILE OF MUD BEYOND 





With Bullets Raining About Them, 
Troops Then Crossed Canal 
and Scaled Wall. 





. WITH THE AMERICAN FORCES 
ON THE SEDAN FRONT, Nov. 6, 
(Associated Press.)—The crossing of 
the river Meuse and the capture/of the 
town of Dun by the Americans can 
go down in history with any similar 
deed of valor. When its full details 
are known it will.rank as one of the 
most gallant feats of the entire opera- 
tions northwest of Verdun. 

The troops who accomplished it will 
be entitled to rank as heroes, for their 
work in militarily crossing the stream 
was a strategic move of unusual dar- 
ing. The crossing involved the forc- 
ing of a way over the 160-foot river, 
@ half-mile-wide stretch of mud and a 
aixty-foot canal in the face of a fright- 
ful enemy fire. 

It also involved swimming by those 
who knew how and the pulling of 
others over on ropes. Grappling 
frons were used to scale the sheer 
walls of the.canal along which mfia- 
Chine gunners had been posted under 
the fire of scores of batteries from 
the hills adjoining. 

The order to cross the canal came 
at midafternoon Monday. The troops 
received their grim instructions under 
@ sun which was shining for the first 
time in days. The men knew almost 
as well as their commanders the dif- 
ficulty of the task and realized how 
well-nigh impossible its accomplish- 
ment would be. Yet they never doubt- 
4 or hesitated. 

Sent Over by Brigades. 


The orders were to send over one 
brigade first, and if it failed to send 
another, and others one after the 
ether if this became necessary. It 
was with dash that the Americans 
tackled the problem. Theoretically 
they had the choice of crossings any- 
where for five miles. Actually they 
were limited to one poit, where two- 
thirds of a mile of muu lay between 
the river itself and the canal that 
roughly parallels the river. 

The Germans were too firmly en- 
trenched at all other spots. They had 
not protected themselves with trenches 
here only because they never dreamed 
that the Americans would be so dar- 
ing as to try to negotiate the passage. 
This was a short distance north of 
Brieulles. 

All the swimmers of the first bri- 
gade were first singled out and put in 
the van. It was intended to attack in 
this way on the theory that the swim- 
mers were less likely to be hit by the 
Germans owing to the fact that they 
would be nearly submerged. On the 
other hand, they: could carry with 
them ropes and other paraphernalia 
for assisting nonswimmers across. 
The building of pontoon bridges was 
put off until at least some American_ 
elements had crossed the river. 

Notwithstanding some losses and the 
fact that the swimmers could not de- 
fend themselves, many of them 
reached the east bank of the river 
with lines which were’ drawn taut 
across the stream. Others floated on 
rafts and collapsible canvas boats. 
These men had less success than the 
swimmers, because they were -better 
marks for the enemy’s rifles and the 
boats could easily be sunk by bullets 
even if their occupants were not hit. 

Pontoons Destroyed by Shells. 


Close to where the swimmers crossed 
the engineers began to throw over 
pontoon boats and a tiny footbridge. 
The pontoons were destroyed by the 
enemy, but the bridge remained in- 
‘tact and added materially to the con- 
stantly increasing numbers of men ar- 
riving on the west bank of the river. 
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Soon after dark the first brigade was 
across the first barrier, and more men 
were ready to make the journey. 

The second phase of the perilous un- 
dertaking then began—the crossing of 
the kilometer of mud stretching be- 
tween the river and the canal, which, 
though it was under a jremendous 
enemy fire, was not held “by infantry. 
The Americans stumbled across the 
mud through the withering fire. 
Their feet sank into the mud and soon 
the pace of the men was slowed down 
to a laborious walk. Neverthéless 
they got through, even if the task 
caused some depletion in their num- 
bers. ’ 

The next phase constituted the 
crossing of the narrower but deeper 


Germans almost at the very top of 
the eastern edge.. The swimmers 
again got into action. and plunged 
through notwithstanding the enemy 
fire and scrambled to the top. Here 
the men divided their attention in 
driving off the enemy and helping 
nonswimmers across by the same 
method used at the river. Two bridges 
finally were laid down by the éngi- 
neers, greatly facilitating crossing. ° 
Two Bridges Across. 

These two bridges withstood at- 
tempts of the enemy to destroy them 
and contributed largely to the speed 
in getting the American troops over. 

When the swimmers reached the 
edge of the canal they could not land 
without the aid of grappling hooks, 
which had to be caught onto the top 
of the well edging the canal so that the 
swimmers could pull themselves up by 
means of ropes. It would have been 
a hard enough task for men undis- 
turbed by the enemy’s guns, but its 
accomplishment was almost inconceiv- 
ably difficult under the violent enemy 
fire. 

With two waterways and two-thirds 
of a mile of mudland successfully 
passed, the Americans had only the 
customary fighting, and went to it 
with no delay and in ever increasing 
numbers. 

The Germans, who apparently had 
assumed that it was impossible to 
cross the Meuse, gave way without 
great resistance before men who could 
brave their fire, swini two streams and 
cross a swamp with almost charmed 
lives and attack them without pausing 
for even a moment. 

The Meuse has now been spanned 
by several temporary bridges, which 
were put down immediately on the 
heels of the German withdrawal. The 
capture of Miley was comparatively 
easy after Dun nad been reached, and 
the American advance has been rapid- 
ly sustained since the moment the 
Americans touched foot on. the east 
bank of the canal. The troops, though 
tired by their exertions, found the 
fighting there easy as compared with 
their previous experiences when they 
were unable to respond to the galling 
fire. 

The retreat from the east bank of 
the Meuse began rapidly, with the 
Americans in hot pursuit. The Ger- 
man withdrawal eased the pressure on 
the Meuse line at Dun, where up to 
that time an attempt to cross had not 
been made, but it was soon possible to 
throw over pontoon bridges, with 
comparatively little opposition. Other 
bridges were constructed capable of 
carrying over the artillery and heavy 
trucks, and after that the operations 
were continued vigorously. 


AIRMEN, FORCED DOWN, 
FIGHT FOE ALL NIGHT 


Silence Two Machine-Gun Nests 
and Hold Out Till Infantry 


Rescues Them. 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
NORTHWEST OF VERDUN, Nov. 6, 
(Associated Press.)—A daring exploit by 
two American aerial observers, Lieuten- 
ant William Erwin of Chicago and Lieu- 
tenant Bocum, the first named the only 
American observation ace, was revealed 
today when the advancing infantry 
came upon them holding off Germans 
with the machine guns of their airplane. 
The aviators and their machine were 
rescued. 

Erwin and Bocum flew over Sedan 
yesterday and fired on the troops there. 
They were forced to land on the German 
side of the line owing to engine trouble. 
The landing was made near two ma- 
chine gun nests, which the American 
airmen silenced. Then they fought off 
their would-be captors throughout the 
night, and were still defending them- 
selves tenaciously near Stenay when the 
infantry advanced and found them. 

A German aerodrome east of Stenay, 
on the Meuse, was attacked Saturday by 
an American observer’s plane. More than 
400 machine gun bullets were fired at 
eight German planes on the ground. The 
American machine previously, at an alti- 
tude of about 300 feet, passed over 
Stenay. 

Lieutenant Louis Bernheimer of New 
York, the pilot, and Lieutenant Ralph 
Bagby of New Haven, Mo., the observer, 
started out to investigate whether any 
new German bridges -had been built 
along the Meuse. Lieutenant Bagby’s 
report, dropped from the plane for ‘in- 
formation of the army, read: 

‘*No new bridges along the Meuse. 
Near Tailly I saw five German soldiers

ruthlessness on land and sea. The oc- 
casion of his speech was ‘the dinner of 
the Quarterly Club, at the Metropolitan 
Club, at. which Mr, Palmer was e 
guest of honor. Mr. Palmer said he 
expected to continue the Americaniza- 
tion of enemy-owned property in the 
United States ‘‘until every iota of 
enemy ownership is completely wiped 
out and the businesses placed in : the 
control of 100 per cent. Americans. 

Mr. Palmer said that at the present 
time he is the custodian of between 
$700,000,000 and 000.000 of enemy 

roperty, and that within a short time 
c expects the amount to be increased 
to more than $1,000,000,000. 

‘* Whatever ———< is to be made 
when the war is over, for enemy prop- 
erty taken here during the war,’’. Mr. 
Paimer continued. ‘‘ so far as that ac- 
counting affects investment in American 
industry, will be . 
thereof, and not for the thing itself. 
Without attempting to prophesy what 
may be done with the proceeds, for this 
must remain to bet settled by the treaty 
of peace, it is safe to say that the 
businesses which the Germans built up 
in America will be lost to them for- 
ever.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Securities Gain Ground as 


Plans Grow for After-War 
Developments. 





The forward movement of stocks and 
bonds in yesterday’s session of the mar- 
ket was considerably smoother than the 
progress made in recent days, betoken- 


‘ing, apparently, a more pronounced im- 


pression among buyers that the war 


;news would be increasingly favorable in 


the immediate future. It could hardly 


‘be said that the results of the election 
‘had any material effect on business, for 


; the reason largely that the final returns 
on the Congressional contests were not 
available up to the end of the business. 


‘Stocks displayed considerable irregulari- 
| ty in the forepart of the session, but 
later steadied in all directions and gave 


a real exhibition of (strength in the 
afternoon. The railroad group was again 


, well favored in the buying orders, and 
{this applied also to railroad bonds. 


There was less effort to differentiate 
between war and peace stocks among 
the industrials, and net gains extending 
from 1 to 8 points at the close told 
the tale of progress which was fairly 
free from weak spots. 

In the discussion of the election heard 
in bank and brokerage circles it was 
evident that the working out of after- 
war problems stood in the forefront of 
considerations. The Republicans natu- 
rally maintained that the vast changes 
of manufacturing, trade, and labor con- 
ditions which lie ahead could best be 
solved by a preponderance of Republican 
influence in the legislative bodies, and 
the Democrats were equally positive that 
the Administration could be intrusted to 
work out the details of tnese altera- 
tions to the best interests of the nation 
if supparted by a majority of men of 
Democratic political. faith. In final 
analysis, however, it could not be dis- 
covered that representative men of the 
financial district were overly anxious 
about the result of the voting, knowing 
that the side which received a majority 
in the Senate and House would not have 
much of an edge on the opposing party. 
The strength of securities in the face of 
the political uncertainties indicated this 
feeling as much as would have the 
presentation of lengthy arguments. It 
may be said, however, that financial 
and business thought is turning steadily 
from concentration on war to careful 
examination of measures_to ease the re- 
version from war to peace.

The Sinclair Oil and Refining Corpora- 
tion continues to show increasing earn- 
ings as its enlarged facilities are oper- 
ated more completely. In the Septem- 
ber quarter net income from operations 
amounted to $4,761,709, a gain of $354,- 


048 over the June quarter and of $2,776,- 
269 over the three months ended March 
31. The statemen tissued yesterday 
showed that the amount set aside for 
Federal taxes was almost double that 
of the June quarter, and $1,064,389 was 
set aside for depreciation and depie- 
tion. The balance carried to the sur- 
plus account was $2,418,542, against 
$2,487,649 in the June quarter.

The decision of Secretary of the Treas- 
ury McAdoo to terminate the sale of cer- 
tificates of indebtedness, issued in an- 
ticipation of Federal income and excess 
profits tax payments, bearing 4 per 
cent. interest and to issue in place of 
them 4% per cent. certificates, was 
looked upon in banking circles as a 
ne@fttral recognition of altered invest- 
ment conditions in.respect to Govern- 
ment paper. The fact that only $152,- 
500,000 of the 4 per cent. certificates had 
been sald since Aug. 20 indicated that 
buyers desired a larger return on their 
money. The first issue of similar cer- 
tificates about a year ago. resulted in 
sales of some $691,800,000. The latter 
carried 4 per cent. also, but they ap- 
peared before Liberty bond interest be- 
came stabilized at 444 per cent. and also 
prior to the period when certificates 
issued in er ae of bond payments 
had been placed in large volume at 4% 
per cent.

The Airplane Stocks, 


Holders of stocks of airplane compa- 
nies apparently have been having a dif- 
ficult time of late in sizing up the future 
possibilities of their investments in case 
the war should end soon. Yesterday 
Wright-Martin on the Curb declined 
below 5—to 4%—which was a low record 


for the stock. The Curtiss shares around

New Oil Companies. 


A sharp decline in the amount of new 
capital being devoted to the development 
of the oil and gas resources of the coun- 


try is shown for the month of October, 
according to the records of The Journal 
of Commerce. In all 44 companies were 
organized with an authorized capitaliza- 
tion of $42,910,000, but the outstanding 
feature was the formation of a $25,000, - 
000 concern, the largest that has been 
financed in some time. ganized Septem- 
ber 56 concerns were organized with an 
aggregate capital of $59,922,600. New 
capital issues in this field of activity for 
the ten months of this year mounted to 
$419,470.€00, distributed among 771 con- 
cerns. The total for the entire year of 
1917 was $840,219,400, apportioned among 
512 companies. Government financing is 
held chiefly responsible for the falling 
off in capital devoted to the develop- 
ment of the country’s petroleum re- 
sources.

Federal Reserve Board Warns 
Public That More Economy’. 
Is Necessary. 








INFLATION MUST BE FOUGHT 





Too Many Subscribing to Liberty 
Bonds Depend on Banks to FIi- 
nance Their Purchases.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6. — Despite 
peace prospects, ‘prices generally 
throughout the United States are show- 
ing a tendency toward a further upward 
movement,’’ according to the Federal 
Reserve Board’s monthly review today 
of business conditions as reported by 
agents in the Federal Reserve Districts. 
Increases are particularly noticeable in 
commodity fines not affected by the 
Government's price-fixing program. 
Many manufacturers and other produc- 
ers are reported following a conserva- 
tive course by keeping only small stocks 
on hand, in preparation for new busi- 
ness conditions after the war. ‘ 

Rising prices and credit inflation, the 
board says, ‘must be opposed by strictly 


‘| personal economy. Despite war economy 


propaganda, it appears, says the board, 
‘“‘that many classes of the population 
are still spending their current incomes 
as freely as ever, notwithstanding prices 
today are at a record figure, because 
they have not yet embraced the national 
duty to save as a personal obligation.”’ 
** Probably the feature of the present 
financial situation of the country which 
most requires correction,’ says the 
board, ‘‘is the increase in disposition 
on the part of the public to rely too 
largely upon the banks as sources from 
which to obtain the necessary funds for 
use in financing the requirements of the 
Government. In order to provide for 


the taking up of additional loans when 
offered, it will be inevitably necessary 
that the public address itself wit 
greater earnestness to the problem of 
saving and applying its income to pub- 
lic requirements. Advices from many 
quarters show that, while progress is ' 
being made in this matter, the mounting 
necessities of the Government are 
equally conclusive evidence to the effect 
that what has already been done must 
be continued and added to, and that 
further and more successful efforts must 
be made if the banks are not to be 
pin oe to take and hold an undue pro- 
portion of the obligations issued by the 
Government.”’ 

The board’s explanation goes into de- 
tail to show that bank loans for pur- 
poses other than short-time commercial 
transactions are becoming _ steadily 
greater in volume and in proportion to 
reserves, causing inflation and resultant 
increases in prices. 4

This de- 
cline has not been occasioned by an 
falling off in the aggxxeate gold hold- 
ings of the Amerte«_ banking system, 
which indeed have shown some increase. 
It is due altogether to the rapld in- 
crease in the outstanding volume of 
bank liabilities. It is this feature of 
the situation which: gives to the decline 
of the gold percentage its significance. 
That is to say, the decline of this per- 
centage is an important index of our 
changing position, not because of any 
inadequacy of gold, but becausé of un- 
due or disproportionate expansion of the 
credit structure which the gold reserve 
of the nation is required to support and 
protect in’ consequence of inadequate 
saving by the people. 


Decline of Reserve Percentages. 


“Decline of the reserve percentages 
of the central banking institutions has 
been a general phenomenon in all of 
the belligerent countries since the open- 
ing of the war and has everywhere 
been admitted to be undesirable. It re- 
flects the disposition of these countries 
to rely upon borrowing and.when neces- 
sary upon direct borrowing from the 
banking ingstitutions—the public being 
either too little able or too little willing 
to furnish out of its current consump- 
tion either in the form of taxes or of 
direct loans to the Government the sums 
necessary to avoid credit inflation and 
to hold reserves at a normal percentage 
level. The great. gold strength of the 
United States largely due to the heavy 
accessions to our national stock of gold 
in the two years preceding our entry 
into the war, has, it is true, placed this 
country in an exceptional and peculiar 
powasion; and to this extent the charac- 
ter af the credit inflation experienced 
in the United States differs from that 
existing in other countries and has been 
less easy to realize. But it would be a 
mistake for us to proceed on the as- 
sumption that inflation in the United 
States is, therefore, different in its es- 
sential character from what it is else- 
where. Here, as elsewhere, the decline 
in percentage of reserve holdings to 
outstanding liabilities reflects the rela- 
tive increase of the latter as compared 
with the means of their direct con- 
version on demand, and the problem pre- 
sented is the problem of controlling 
the growth of banking credits.’’ 

General business activity throughout 
the country is reported by practically 
all reserve agents. The marked re- 
duction in the recent output of clothing 
materials, shoes and other articles of 
personal use indicates, the board said, 
that civilians in a few months may 
have great difficulties in getting these 
goods. 

Banking conditions are reported

TIN IMPORTERS PROTEST. 


Association .Declares War. Board 
Rule Favors Their Competitors. 


The Tin Importers’ Association, a 
newly formed organization of interests 
engaged in the importation of tin from 
the Far East, protested yesterday tq 
the War Industries Board on a ruling 
made by the Government agency a few 
weeks ago which provided that the in- 
flow of the metal into the United 
States should be carried on at the 
sole, directicn of the United States 
Steet Products Company, a subsidiary 
of the Steel Corporation. Representa- 
tives of the association, met George 
Armsby, Chairman of the subcommittee 
on tin of the War Industries Board, at 
71 Broadway, and arranged to draw up 
a substitute plan for financing and dis- 
tributing the metal. : 
The tin importers informed the War 
Industries Board, in a series of resolu- 
tions, that the program under way 
would, in their opinion, create a mono- 
poly of the tin trade in this country for 
the benefit of the Steel Products Com- 
pany. They said they cheerfully ac- 
uiseced in any Government measure 
considered necessary to regulate tin 
imports as a war measure, but they 
protested against action which sikgnt 
ve a competitor a practical monopoly 
or an indefinite period.

Steel Company Reports $7,793,627 
Net for September Quarter. 


The Midvale Steel and Ordnance Com- 
pany reports net profits of $7,793,627 
after meeting interest charges and al- 
lowing for Federal taxes in the quarter 
ended Sept. 30, compared with $8,545,- 
443 in the June quarter. The profit in 
the September period was derived from 
earnings of $11,590,601, this being the 
amount left after the war tax item had 
been deducted.

POUND STERLING GOES UP. 


Teutons’ Money Also Rises in Other 
Countries on Peace Outlook. 


LONDON, Nov. 6 (British Wireless 
Service. )—Between the fall of Damascus, 
on Sept. 30, and the collapse of Turkey, 
on Oct. 20, with intermediate German 
and Austrian defeats, there was a fur- 
ther marked appreciation of the value of 
the pound sterling in neutral markets. 
The advances ranged from nearly 8 per 
cent. in Denmark, up to more than 138% 
per cent. in Sweden. 

Curiously, there was also an apprecia- 
tion in the German mark, the value of 
which rose on a range from fully 7% per 
cent. in Holland, to nearly 13% per cent. 
in Sweden. A somewhat analogous 
movement took place also in the case of 
Austrian currency. 

An explanation of this movement is to 
be found in the monthly review just is- 
sued by the London County and West- 
minster and Parr’s Banks. The advance 
is solely attributable, it would appear, 

to speculation in view of peace pros- 
—_ poor. in foreign countries having 

een induced by such prospects to buy 
marks in the hope that German ex- 
change would improve.

SHIP BULLION TO INDIA. 


$3,000,000 in Silver Leaves Local 
Assay Office for Britain’s Use. 


A shipment of $3,000,000 in silver 
bullion, the largest ever sent out from 
the local Assay Office, was started on 
its way yesterday to the Secretary of 
State in Calcutta, India, twenty-five 
motor trucks: being required to carry the 
metal on the first stage of. its long 
journey. The bullion was obtained by 
the melting down of the silver dollars 
held in reserve against the one-dollar 
silver certificates, which are being re- 
tired by the issuing of Federal reserve 
notes. The silver thus set free is being 
shipped to India under an agreement 
with the British Government, which is 


obliged to pay the natives in India, in 
whatever capacity they are employed, in 
bullion. 

It was learned that about $17, 000,000 
in bullion had been shipped to the Far 
East from the local Assay Office since 
the right to melt down the silver dollars 
was conferred ont, the act of Congress 
of April 23. Shipments are also being 
made from San Francisco and Phildel- 
phia, and it is estimated that the total 
amount thus far sent to India is between 
$60,000,000 and $70,000,000.

Announces Controller. 


John Skelton Williams, Controller of 
the Currency, announced yesterday that 
for the year ending Oct. 31 there had 
been 237 applications for charters for 
new national banks, with the total capi- 
tal of $15,040,000. The charters granted 
totaled 164 with a. capttal of $13,400,000 
involved. In 1917 the applications were 
326 for a capitalization of $20,565,000. 
Charters were granted in 176 cases. 

During the past fiscal year 170 na- 
tional. banks increased their capital 
stock by $18,524,000, while 165 banks 
increased. their capital in 1917.
